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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Preliminary Amendment filed July 28, 
2004. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1 -25, 30-37, 41-48, 53-60, 64-71 , 74-75, 1 8-82 and 84-86 are canceled. 
Claims 26-29, 38-40, 49-52, 61-63, 72-73, 76-77 and 83 are pending. 

Priority 

3. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
10/188,369, filed on July 3, 2002. Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on April 2, 2004 has been 
considered. 

Specification 

5. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 



Double Patenting 
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The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b).

6. Claims 26-27, 38 and 76-77 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 6 and 9 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,865,201. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because the basic steps of forming a nitride 
semiconductor layer containing group III element and nitrogen on a substrate, forming 
the stripe-shape waveguides, and forming cleavage guide grooves to cleave the 
substrate are recited by the claims. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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7. Claims 28-29, 39-40, 49-52, 61-63, 72-73 and 83 objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: claims 6 sand 9 of US patent 6,865,201 do not recite the specific subject matter 
claimed and there is not motivation or suggestion to include this limitations in the claims. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sawaki et al. (US 6,888,867) and Charles (US 6,335,559) show 
several embodiments related to applicant's disclosure.
